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WORLD RECORD DAM TO BE CONSTRUCTED NEAR 


PACIFIC COAST 


Construction will begin shortly on what is destined to be one 
the greatest industrial projects of the New World, involving as 
does the damming of the Columbia River, the building of a large 
odern city, the irrigating of a desert, and the creation of the big­ 
gest hydroelectric power plant in this country, west of Niagara 
Falls. 
The scene of this development is Priest Rapids, near the mid­ 
dle of Washington State, equidistant from Seattle and 
Spokane. 
The project is being put through by the Washington 
Irrigation 
and Development Company, a subsidiary of the General 
Electric 
Company, of which Henry J. Pierce of New York is president. 
A quarter-billion dollars is the estimated cost, of which $28,- 
000,000 will be spent on the dam alone. This, it is reported, will 
be the largest power dam in the world, 90 feet high 
and 
three 
miles long. The water backed up behind it will make a lake IO 
miles long by four miles wide. 
Except during high water, in the 
spring and summer months, 400,000 horsepower will be developed; 
during high water, 300,000 horsepower additional is expected. 
The plan is to make Priest Rapids the western center for the 
•lectro-chemical industries. 
At present these industries are cen­ 
tered at Niagara Falls. The new plants and factories will supply 
General Electric products, not only to the west, but they expect to 
have all Asia for their market as well. 
Of vital, though secondary importance, is the irrigation sys­ 
tem which will reclaim 70,000 acres of sagebrush 
desert now 
owned by the company.
